A former tenant of one of the three 
Capitol Park apartment houses that were 
recently sold and renovated wrote The 
Southwester on M ay 31,"These tenants 
(including myself) are being forced out 
to look for housing to rent or buy in 
oppressively expensive market condi¬ 
tions, or pay through the nose to contin¬ 
ue living here in fear, often with no func¬ 
tioning elevators, heat, or air condition¬ 
ing..." 

Tenant representatives and Attorney 
Lloyd Jordan, former Director, D.C. 
Consumer and Regulatory Affairs Dept., 
will speak at the SW N A meeting. 


D.C. Council Member Jack Evan£ 
proposal regarding a baseball stadium at 
L'Enfant Plaza has had several interpreta¬ 
tions. Evans himself says it safeguarded 
citizens rights to be consulted IF D C is 
selected for a franchise, and IF the L'En¬ 
fant site is chosen over two competing 
sites.

H undreds of volunteers raked, 
shoveled, planted and painted 
on a fresh new look at three 
Southwest schools during the Hands 
On DC project last month. 

Bowen Elementary received a fresh 
new landscape, compliments of eager 
volunteers armed with hoes and shovels 
and garbage bags Among the volun¬ 
teers were Southwest residents C laudia 
Askew, vice president of the Capitol Park IV Board, George Lentz, a Capitol Park IV 
board member, Ruby Cleveland and her two grandchildren, Paris H olman, 7, a 2nd 
grader, and H azel H olman, 8, a 3rd grader, both of whom attend Bowen. 

Accenture Government Services, a Reston, VA-based government consulting firm, 
adopted Amidon Elementary School and worked throughout the day to transform 
Amidon's bare front yard into a bountiful tree-lined living classroom, complete with 
fruit and flowering trees 

Principal John Goudeauxsaid he was excited about the project and thankful for the 
many volunteers who made the project possible. 

"I'm excited that we will be able to open up a whole new world to students here," 
Goudeauxsaid. "This is an excellent learning tool." 

Goudeaux didn't just stand by and supervise the work. He was frequently driving a 
wheelbarrel filled with soil and mulch. 

Southwest resident R.J. Wolf, an Accenture analyst, was instrumental in getting the 
Amidon project off the ground. Wolf said that he wanted to do something for his 
neighborhood. 

"I walk by here every day, and I thought that this would be the place for Accenture 
to help," Wolf said.
